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Guaranteed benefits are onthe way

A new law granting employees of 
auxiliary organizations throughout 
the California State Colleges and 
Universities permanent status and 
retirement benefits, may go unnoticrd 
and disobeved if the Chancellor's of- 


fice has tts way 


Senate Bill 693, effective January 
1. 1977, would require that full time 


employees of auxiliary organizations 


receive comparable benefits such as 
pay and working conditions in ad 
dition to permanent status and 


retirement benefits as those received 
by state emplovec 

Formerly, such employees were 
not guaranteed retirement benefits as 
Stated iw tt California State 
Fducation Code SB 693 would 
modify the Code section to include 
these benefits 


No policy revision has come from 
the Chancellor's office to implement 
the new aw. In tact. the Vice 
Chancellor for Business Aftairs Ed 
Macias has recommended to all aux 
iliary managers that no action be 
taken because, in the opinion of the 
Trustee ind)=6- Chancellors “in 
consistencies and ambiguities” exist in 
the law which make implementation 
of the law difficult 

fhe Chancellors and Trustees want 
to formulate amending legisiation to 
the law which would ciarify the 
janeauge in the bill. Until then 
retirement benefits and permanent 


status w remain a “permissive”

priviledge, according to CSEA lob- 


byist Ed Thompson, who helped draft 
the legislation 


‘There were concerns from some of 
our members that they didn't have the 
same status as state employees No 
mandate for benefits existed for them 
We are not attempting to create new 
benefit levels with this law. but a sense 
of security.” said Thompson 


The law affects about 1,000 em- 
plovees state wide according to 
CSEA officials with about 50 of them 
here at CSUS. However, only fulltime 
salaried employees are eligibie to 
receive retirement benefits under 
programs used with auxiliary 
organizations at CSUS. Public Em 
plovees Retirement System (PERS) 
contracts with the organizations for 
salaried employees. Under the new 
law. hourly employees are eligible for 


retirement ang a4 new contract « he 
needed

The parking lot. he added, was

Senator Suzanne Tagg countered 
that enrollment iast Spring semester 
was down 2.2 per cent 

But the decision to binid the lot 
said Cox, was made “at a point in time 

much ahead of our current en- 
rollment shortfall.” 


The Senate agreed to take the 
matter up again at ifs Next session 


Later at the meeting, President 
Dave Ferris announced Senator 
David Payne as his choice for vice 
president. If approved by the Senate 
Payne will fill the vacancy left by Sue 
Hillson, who resigned the post during 
semester break 


“I don't do this lightly because it 
creates another vacancy in the 
Senaie,” said Ferris. “I'm sure there 
will be some objections, but | fee! we 
need {a person with) a_ business 
background in that position.” 


After the session Ferris added that 
Payne’s academic background in 
business and finance qualified him for 
the vice - presidency. “I also needed to 
have someone | know and trust, who 
can work with me.” 


The Senate has 10 academic days 
to act on Ferris’ recommendation

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Judge may soon exclude 


rape victim’s vital stats 


The State Senate passed a bill last 
week which will help protect rape vir 
tims from harrassment by allowing 
judges to exclude the victim's address 
and telephone number from evidence 
presented in court 


The measure, SB56, introduced by 
Senator Robert Presley, D - River- 
side, was passed )y a 46-1 vote. It wil! 
nuw go to the Assembly 


Senate Bill 56 authorizes the judge 


to exclude from evidence the current 
address and telephone number of rape 
victims if he finds that the danger to 
the victim, created b releasing such 
information, outweighs its relevance 
to the case 


“All too often in rane cases the vic 
tims are so frightened by the possibility 
of repeated attacks or harrassment 
that they are reluctant to bring charges 
and testify at proceedings where they 
may have to reveal their current ad- 
uress,” said Presley 

FBI reports estimate that only one 
of every ten rapes is reported 

Fear of retaliation is a very 
reasonable fear, said Kit Mahoney, 
community education coordinator for 
the Rape Crisis Center 

“In one case I'm familiar with, the 
woman wasn’t home when friends of 
the rapist came to her house, so they 
beat up her husband.” Mahoney said 


In another case, the defendant's 
parents came to the victim's home and 
tried to talk her out of testifying, said 
Mahoney 

Supporters of the bill, which in 
clude rape crisis centers. peace of 
fiers, distnet attorneys and the at- 
torney general. hope that once women 
know an effort will be made to protect 
their identity, they wil! be more willing 
to report rape, said Mahoney 

“We see it as a step in the might 
direction,” said Mahoney. “Someth- 
ing that’s long overdue and something 
to which there should be no op 
position.” 

A similar bill was introduced by 
Presley last vear but was killed in the 
Assembly Criminal Justice Com 
mittee. At that time the opposition 
said the bill would limit the rights of 
the defendant, Mahoney said 

Under this new measure, the ad- 
dress may be included in the 
proceedings if it is essential to the 
defense’s case 

Society needs to rethink its res- 
ponsibility to the victims of crimes, 
and this bill is one step toward that, 
said Presley 

“Over the past years, the cnminal 
justice system has bolstered legal 
protections for the accused, and now! 
believe it’s time to provide more ade- 
quate protection for the victim,” said 
Presley 
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Attorney General’s report 


Lower the income, more of the abuse 


(This is a summary of the last six 
parts of w series of articles on the 
problem of the abused and neglected 
child. The articles are based on “Child 
Abuse,” a pamphlet published recen- 
tly by the offices of State Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger.) 


Close to one million American 
children are suffering from abuse or 
neglect and approximately 25 percent 
of them will permanently be injured 
for life, as a result from mistreatment 
in California alone, more than $5,000 
cases of child

Contrary to popular belief, a 
higher percentage of the reported 
cases occur in minority or low income 


families, due partly to the higher stress

Also guilty of misdemeanors 
are those persons who, in the presence 
of a child, indulge in any degrading, 
lewd, immoral or vicious habits or 
practices or who are hab:tually drunk 


A $1000 fine or a maximum im 
prisonment of one year can be given to 
parents who do not provide the neces- 
sary food, clothing

Sex related abuses can lead up to 
lite imprisonment for the abusers.

Due to a common lack of evidence 
witnesses and difficulties in obtaining 
medical testimony. only SO percent of 
all the reported abuse cases result in an 
arrest of the suspect and ap 
proximately 10 percent lead to con- 
victions. These convictions usually 
come from cases where murder or 
severe injury is involved

In either one of the cases such 
children may be transported to hos 
pitals or other special holding 
facilities, and within [5 days a hearing 
in court will be held to decide whether 
the child will indeed be a dependant 
child of the court 


If sd, the child will usually be 
placed in foster care or shelter 
facilities, in case the chiid can not be 
reunited with its family. In many cases 
however the parents tend to cooperate 
with the court when the possibility of 
separation of child and parents 


becomes evident 


The majority of the child abuse 
cases first come to the attention of the 
police after the abuses are reported to 
them by neighbors, relatives, teachers 
doctors and others) Most of these in- 
formers are considered professionals 
and can receive up to six months im 
prisonment or a $500 fine for failing to 


report the abuses 


Police officers are empowered to 
take any child under IX in protective 
custody alter considering a number of 
juestions which help to determine the 
tual child abuse cases. These ques 
tions include whether the abuse was an 
solated incident, whether the parents 
are in touch with reality, what the 
general condition of the house is. and 
whether there are signs of violence 
sadism or injuries due to abuse or 
neglect 

Though the weltare of the child is a 
great factor, the police also have t 
respect the rights and dignity of the 


parents or caretakers 


lestimony of medicai personnel ts 
of crucial importance in cases of child 
abuses, in order to obt iin facts about 
the nature of the injuries that are 
suspected to result from child abuse 


A number of medica! personne! 
unfortunately are often reluctant to 
testify Testifying in court is not only 
an imposition, but there is always that 
Clever attorney who dnes to make a 
doctor look foolish or ignorant 


In many counties in California the 
board of supervisors has delegated to 
the county welfare department all or 
part of the duties of probation officers 
that concern children described as 
Gependents of the court under the 
Welfare and Institutions Code The 
county welfare department inves 
Ugates petition requests and files 
Petitions with the juvenile court 

Upon order of the court, the 
department completes a social study 
of the child and family for the court 
and makes a recommendation to the 
court regarding disposition order for 
the child) When a child is declared a 
dependent of the court, the 
department supervises the chiid for 
the court offering services to assure 
protection of the child and to 
rehabilitate the family.

Thunderous applause went up 
before. during, and after each number 
but Lightfoot seemed more 
barrassed than anything else. His 
band seemed to be enjoving the 
audience's enthusiasm but Lightfoot 
went from one song into another as if 
he would rather not be the subjéect of 
all that adoration. Wearing blue jeans 
and a work shirt with rolled - up 
sleeves, Lightfoot looked like he 
would have been much more com- 
fortable. singing in a bar while the 
audience watched the TV. than in that 
huge room with chandeliers and men 
in tuxedos 

For the next two hours the 
program ranged from “Don Quixote” 
to “Summertime Dream” to a very 
sexy rendition of “Sundown.” At one 
time Lightfoot went into a solo mimic 
of an auctioneer and the band joined 
in with a fantastic country western 
melody. The people above in the 
balconies were dancing in the aisle and 
the crowd below shook the floor on 
that one 

As the show came to a close, it was 
evident to everyone that the per 
formance had been too good to end 
The first standing ovation brought 
Lightfoot and the band back to do 
“Beautiful,” a song he said seemed to 
have universal appeal although he did 
not know why. Lightfoot again 
thanked the crowd and tried to leave 
but a second, and then later. a third 
standing ovation brought him back 

It was so delightful to watch sucha 
consistently talented performer dis 
play his work and be loved by so 
many, while maintaining a quiet 
modesty about his achievement. .
